ALBANY NURSE REPORTS 
ON HIGH RISK TB STUDY 


A progress report on two years 
of a three-year nationally fi- 
nanced study, one which hopes to 
pinpoint and isolate one high risk 
tuberculosis group in a commun- 
ity, was made this week by Pro- 
ject Coordinator Mrs. Lois Sat- 
ter white, 912A Taylor Street, 
Albany. 

Mrs. Satterwhite, a public 
health nurse, joined the staff of 
the TB and Health Association of 
Alameda County in October, 1965, 
as coordinator of the research 
project, financed by the National 


Tuberculosis Association of 
America. 
Explaining the project, Mrs. 


Satterwhite said that the assign- 
ment was to set up and follow 
a group, consisting of persons 
whose minifilm chest X-rays 
showed scar tissue but who had 
never been diagnosed as having 
active tuberculosis. Of a possible 
606 participants, many. were elim- 
inated because examinations re- 





yy 


ter idea 





vealed that their scars were due 
to causes other than original tu- 
berculosis infection. The group 
was further reduced for a variety 
of reasons until the hard core 
emerged at 86 study cases. 

“Many people,” Mrs. Satter- 
white explained, ‘‘at some point 
in their lives have had TB germs 
enter their body, but the body 
was able to wall off the infection, 
thus keeping it from giving 
trouble and leaving no other evi- 
dence than an inactive scar. It 
is the 86 in this group we are 
now watching closely, to see if, 
once having had the germs in 
their body, they are more apt 
than many other groups to even- | 
tually develop an active case of 
the disease.” 

“Should. they be,” she said, 
“we will have pin-pointed anoth- 
er high risk TB group which we 
can watch closely and perhaps 
give medication which will, in 
turn, prevent them from becom- 
ing actively tuberculous and 
spreading the infection.” 

“Furthermore,” she concluded, 
“as the final goal of the National 
Tuberculosis Association is the 
eradication of TB in this country, 
by doing a study of this sort at 
the local level, we are better able 
to evaluate whether or not it is 
feasible in terms of time, staff 
and money to try to follow such 
a group on a larger scale.” 


The current study will end in 
October, 1968.

Measles Immunization 


Required for | 
School Children in '68 


in September to have their chil- 
dren immunized against measles 
as soon as possible. ‘ 

Written records showing 
the child has had the requires 
immunization, or has had measle: 
must be presented to the school 
at the time of registration. If 
this is not possible, the parent 
should be prepared to state it 






“All children who enroll for 
the first time in California 
schools after Jan. 1, 1968, must 
have been immunized against 
measles,” Dr, Alvin R, Leonard, 
Direetor ofthe Berkeley City 
Health Department, announced. 

The immunization law was 
passed by the last session of the 
California legislature and applies 











Ave., Berkeley 









to children attending both pub- 
lic and private schools. The law 
does not apply to those over 18 
who enroll in adult education 
classes or in junior’ college. 

The full force of the anti- 
measles law will not be felt in 
the Berkeley district until Sep- 
tember, since almost all Berkeley 
children enter school for the first 
time in September. In addition 
to polio immunization, all chil- 
dren entering kindergarten as 
well as all children entering any 
California elementary, junior 
high or high school for the first 
time will have had to be immu- 
nized against measles. 

Dr. Leonard urges parents of 
youngsters who will. be register- 
ing in school for the first time 


writing that the child has h 
measles or has been immunized. 

If immunization against disease 
is contrary to the beliefs of a 
parent or guardian, an affidavit 


the immunization will not be re- 
quired, 
it is believed that a child should 
not receive the immunization, a 
physician's certificate must be 
filed stating the reason for the 
exemption. ‘ 

Dr. Leonard urged parents to 
consult their family physician 
for measles immunization, or to 
call the Berkeley City Health De.

Senator Lewis F, Sherman of 
Alameda County has proposed 
that the State of California es- 
tablish a new policy permitting 
parking on an emergency basis, 
during the hours of darkness, in 
'the parking and picnic areas of 
| our state parks. 





“Thousands of our citizens are 
turned away every season from 
our state parks,”’ declared Sena- 
tor Sherman, “because overnight 
camping spots are full. These 
persons then move from camp to 
camp until darkness and sheer 
exhaustion force them to seek a 
parking space along the highway. 
It is obvious that the Highway 
Patrol is unable to provide the 
necessary protection for these 
families in widely separated re- 
mote spots. In fact, it was for 
this reason that legislation was 
enacted in 1967 prohibiting such 
parking. Therefore, it now be- 
comes our obligation to provide a 
reasonable alternative.” 

“Some of our parks,” continued 
Senator Sherman, “have large 
areas devoted to daylight parking 
and picnicking, which are vacant 
and unused during the hours 
when the campers are vainly 
seeking accommodations, I have 
proposed that these areas be op- 
ened for emergency night park- 
ing on a fee basis for those seek- 
ing campsites after dark, Cali- 
fornia residents who have trav- 
eled in Oregon, where this plan 
has been adopted, are enthusias-
